Acting on the recommendation of its Stewards, the Virginia Racing Commission specified the
penalty for “kicking” a Standardbred during live harness racing at a licensed racetrack. Instead
of a nine-day suspension, the participant may be fined $200, serve a suspension or both for a
first offense.
